WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The secretary 


of the treasury Thursday approved the 
income tax regulations. Every citizen 
of the United States, whether residing 
at home or abroad, and every person 
residing in or doing business in the 
United States, who has an annual in- 
come i of more than 53,500, is required 
to make return, under oath, before the 
first Monday in March of each year. 
The first return is to include the in- 
come received in the year 1894, from 
January 1 to December 31. Guardians, 
trustees and nil corporations acting in 
any judiciary 'capacity are required to 
make similar returns for minors, wards 
or beneficiaries. 


The person making-re turn is required 


to make afliclavit that he has included 
in said return all gains, profits and in- 
come from every source -whatever re- 
ceived by him or to which he is justly 
entitled'for that year and that he is 
honestly and truly entitled to, make 
all the deductions entered on his re- 
turns, arid that he has truly answered 
the interrogatories set forth on said 
blank form.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The commit- 


tee on military affairs has completed 
the army appropriation bill for the 
Aoming fiscal year, and Mr, Outhwaite, 
of Ohio, will report it to the house 
Friday. The bill carries an appropri- 
ation of 523,294,603, being 5173,010 less 
than the appropriation for the current 
year and §1,310,374 below the estimates 
on which it is based. 


For the pay of the army 813,050,318 is 


allowed and general expenses 510,344,- 
490. 
Reductions under the appropria- 


tions lor the current year are §35,000 
for subsistence, $100,000 for quarter- 
masters' department, 850,000 for trans- 
portation and $100,000 lor clothing, 
camp and garrison equipage. 


An increase of $100,000 is made in 


the approprmiion for barracks and 
quarters. 


Now legislation in the bill provides 


for transfer of the Ft. Leaven worth 
military prison to the department of 
justice, and for a reduction of five ma- 
jors in the pay corps and five captains 
in the subsistence department. These 
reductions provide that no more offi- 
cers of these grades shall be appointed 
to these corps until the total number 
in them have been reduced by five offi- 
cers in their grades.

tutions and the stimulation to organize 
state banks not subject to United 
States inspection is questionable," 


W. Dodsworth, editor of the New 


York Journal of Commerce, was next 
heard. His remarks presented an ex- 
haustive study of the national and 
state 
banking 
system, and 
were 


coupled with practical suggestions as 
to the best course for congress to pur- 
sue in drafting a new system. 


A lively tilt occurred between Mr. 


Johnson, of Indiana, and Mr. Hall, of 
Missouri, during the presentation of 
Mr. Dodsworth's ideas, and personali- 
ties were flying fast and thick when 
Chairman Springer managed to obtain 
order and the committee took a recess 
until 2 o'clock.

Thurs- 
day presented the report of the board 
to the senate. The report takes 
a

ground 
in

law which 
will 


increase the number of cadets to 
409, or 
one 
cadet for each sen- 


ator and representative and twenty for 
the president, instead of the present 
number, which is about 250. It is ad- 
mitted that 'this increase would proba- 
bly restilt in a larger number of gradu- 
ates than could find officers' places in 
the army, but it is suggested that as 
the additional cost would be very 
slight the country could well afford to 
increase the number for the benefit to 
be derived in a purely educational 
way. 


Discussing the wisdom of the change, 


the board says that a part of the num- 
ber graduated every year could be re- 
tired to private life, remaining, howev- 
er, subject to the command of the coun- 
try, and adds: "However pacific may be 
the theoretical policy of this country, 
the fact remains that about one-sixth 
of its past existence as a. nation has 
been spent in a state of war and in that 
period of strife no consideration has 
been taken of periods of riot and in- 
surrection, from the whisky rebellion 
to the Pullman troubles, during which 
many millions of dollars' worth of 
property and many valuable lives were 
sacrificed .to the imaginary pacific pol- 
icy of the best fighting people on 
earth." 


The board also suggests that these 


surplus West Points cadets would make 
excellent militia officers. 
While the 


board has nothing but praise for the 
theoretical instruction in the academy 
in some respects, it finds fault with 
"the halting English, -the lack of facil- 
ity of expression, on the part of ^rnany 
cadets" which is "painfully apparent"

Frank Knanss for over an hour yester- 
day as he explained the many valuable 
points of an invention that will revolu- 
tionize the heating of business houses, 
dwellings and factories. 
For many 


years there has been an effort made to 
provide a way by which the complete 
combustion of fuel might be secured, 
but all efforts have proven futile be- 
cause it was impossible to find any 
substance that would withstand the 
intense heat produced. Mr, Knauss 
has solved the difficulty by the appli- 
cation of a very old principle. No sub- 
stance containing water can be heated 
beyond the temperature of the water 
within it. This knowledge has been 
utilized by Mr. Knauss by making the 
parts of the heater exposed to intense 
heat hollow and keeping them filled 
with water. This water is constantly 
changing through a water heating sys- 
tem, and by a sj'Stem of radiators may 
be used to heat a number of rooms. 
Mr. Knauss has an old Denmark soft 
coal retort stove, taken from the scrap 
pile, which was a failure because of the 
defect of which we speak.

vice it is working like a charm, and 
eyery particle of fuel is consumed and 
there is practically no smoke.
